NINE DAYS IN THE — CASE AND NOT 
ONE JURO 


Judge McConnell has nace nine days. at- 
tempting to begin the trial in the Cronin case 
and has not succeeded in having a single 
juror finally accepted. The proceedings have 


cost the county so far about $2,500 and the 


end of the preliminary work of getting a jury 
is not yetin sight. The deadiock will con- 
tinue at least until all the peremptory chal- 
lenges of the defense are exhausted, and it 
is a question how much longer it may be pro- 
longed. It will certainly be maintained as 
long as the attorneys for the defense hope to 
gain an advantage from it. Perhaps they 
expect to make it impossible to get a jury at 
all and force an abandonment of the case for 
that reason; but if they fall in that they may 
hope to maintain the deadlock until ail pub- 
lic interest in the case is lost, and wear, out 
the prosecution by delay, and finally have 
twelve non-reading, opinionless, illiterate, 
plastic ignoramuses put in the box. Then 
they may get any verdict they want without 
regard to the evidence. 
ihe manner in which the attorneys for the 
defense are running the trial was pretty 
well shown when Mr. Foster objected to the 
questionihg of a talesman by the judge and 
afterwards said he “didn’t care to argue 
with the court,” but would enter an excep- 
tion. With what amazement would an En- 
ghsh barrister have regarded that scene! 
At common law and according to the prac- 
tice now prevailing in many of the eastern 
stutes it is the duty of the judge to question 
talesmen himself or at least direct, regulate, 
and control the inquiries made by the law- 
yers. The attorneys not only desire to avoid 
jurors who sre prejudiced against them but 
to secure if possible such as are prejudiced 
in their favor. The judge, however, would 
desire a fair, impartial jury. He is the repre- 
sentative of public justice and notof one side 
or the other and hence should exercise the 
controlling part in quesuoning the talesmen 
so that fair inquiries should be made, square 
replies obtained, and all catch questions and 
trickery avoided. Let in this state, notwith- 
standing the provisions of the statute that 
“the judge shall examine the jurors whé ap- 
pear,” the lawyers have completely usurped 
this function of the cburt, and object if the 
judge ventures to ask a question, and then 
declare in a lordly fashion that they don't 
care to urgue with the court.” It Mr. Foster 
were practicing in the federal courts or ina 
court in almost any of the eastern states he 
would not have much opportunity to decline 
to “argue with the court“ regarding ques- 
tions put by the latter to talesmen.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE MUST co. 

Chicago is now making a mighty effort to 
get tue world’s exposition. Her citizens have 
raised a guaranty fund of five millions. They 
have been assured of the sympathy and sup- 
port of the united west end most of the 
south. This winter the representatives of 
the city will set torth to Congress in glowing 
terms the advantages of Chicago and will 
ask for an indorsement and an appropria- 
tion. When its case has been argued the 
New Yorkers will bave the floor to reply. 
What will they say? 

They will say that it would be a national 
disgrace to hold an international celebration 
in a city which was notorious for the extent 
to which it suffered from the smoke nuisance. 
They would ask what exhibiters would bring 
their costly paintings, their delicate fabrics 
to Chicago to expose them for six months to 
the sglphur and phosphorus laden atmosphere 
of that piace. They would ask if exhibiters 


would expose their own lungs to such a vile 


and poisonous air. They would say that 
what Pittsburg was Chicago is, and that 
three years heuce the smoke pall will be 
blacker and denser and will hang lower than 
it now does, They can bring trustworthy 
witnesses of the truth of these statements— 
every Chicagoan feels their truth—and then 
goody ail hope of that exposition for which 
the city has worked so hard and which would 
have been so profitable. Instead ot Congress 
giving the city the exposition it would offi- 
ciaily give it the title of the filthiest place in 
the United States. Chicago likes advertis- 
ing, but not of that dirty kind, 
This is no jesting matter. Chicago must 
choose between the smoke nuisance and the 
exposition. It it prefers to wallow in its 


‘sith and will not add a pure atmosphere to 


the other claims it has for the fair, then it 
might as well stop right now with its sub- 
scriptions and solicitations and avoid the 
shame of an humiliating refusal. If Ephraim 
is joined to his idols Congress certainly will 
leave him alone. 

It would be more humiliating if, after 
Congress had said that with all its faults 
New York had a clean and smokeless atmos- 
phere, and therefore must have the exposi- 
tion, the Chicago courts being appealed to 
by patriotic citizens should decide that the 
smoke nuisance was a nuisance and must 
stop. Then the city after haying lost the 
exposition would still have to go to all the 
expense of cleaning up. It is likely that the 
Citizens’ association, anxious to equal the 
fame won by Hercules when he cleansed the 
Avgean stables, and acting on the advice of 
good lawyers, will go before thp grand jury 
with abundant witnesses and secure the in- 
dictment of a thousand or so individuals on 
the ground that they have violated the law 
which says: 


It is a public nuisance to erect, continue, or 
use Any building or other place for tne exercise 
of any employment, trade, or manufacture 
which, by occasioning noxious exhalations, of- 
fengive smells, or otherwise is offensive or dun- 
gerous to the health of individuals or the public. 


That the mixture of carbon, sulphur, and 
phdsphorus which is poured from tens of 
thousands of chimneys and palmed off on the 
people as air is offensive and dangerous can 
easily be proved. It is also a nuisance from 
which the whole community suffers. When 
the east wind blows the west side is afflicted ; 
when the north or west wind biows the south 
side is; and when the south or southwest 
wibd blows the north side is. As the prevail- 
ing winds are from the southwest and 


west the south division, where are concen- 


trated the theaters, the hotels, and the great 
stores, is afflicted nearly ali the time. Were 
the exposition here a hundred thousand 
strangers would be collected of nights in the 
First ward breathing its foul and poisonous 
air, 

As every part of the city suffers there 
will be a cloud of witnesses to testify against 
a trausgressor. The Twenty-fourth ward 
will bear swift witness against the First, the 
First against the Eighteenth and Second. In 
cage of a conviction this will happen: 


Every such nuisance, when a conviction there- 
foris bad in acourt of record, may by order of 
the court before which the conviction is had be 


absted by the sheriff or other proper officer at 


the expense of the defendant. 

If the guilty one continues to commit the 
nuisance he 1s in contempt of court and will 
be dealt with summarily. The court will not

In 1792 


two men named Clingman and Reynolds 


were in jail for subornation of perjury in an 


attempt to cheat the government. The Dem- 


ocratic speaker of the house, Muhlenberg, 
succeeded in stopping the prosecution, so far 
as Clingman was concerned, upon restitu- 
tion of the money. Clingman then intimated 


| that Reynolds had Hamilton in his power. 
‘Thereupon Muhlenberg, with Venabie and 


Monroe, had interviews with Reynolds and 
Mrs. Reynolds, as the result of which they 
readily accepted the statement that he had 
been buying up old claims against the gov- 
ernment and provided themselves with 
anonymous notes, which were attributed to 
Hamilton, and which were in reality notes 
written while attempting to escape from the 
intrigue. The four worvhies waited upon 
Hamilton and he prompiy explained the 
suspicious circumstances by acknowledging 
that he had had an intrigue with Mrs. 
Reynolds, and by producing her letters 
to him in proof. They then agreed to 
keep the matter private, but Monroe’s hatred 
of Hamilton was so intense that he secretly 
took means to make them public. The latter 
was 6xasperated. He invited Monroe to send 
hima challenge, but he declined. Finding 
it impossible to make him act the part of an 
honest man Hamilton gave the whole story 
to the world, with all the accompanying doc- 
uments, in the statement icnown as The tey- 
nolds Pamphiet.’”’ He cleared his name and 
fame as a public man from the charges of 
speculation in government money while 
Secretary of the Treasury at the cost 
of his private character. Never was 
a more courageous act of expiation per- 
formed, never did a man deliberately inflict 
upon himself more merciless punishment or 
subject himself to a harder trial than did this 
proud, sensitive, high strung, passionate 
man when he displayed to the public 
tne foul stain upon his character, not omit- 
ting the slighvest detail, and giving to the 
world every communication which had 
passed between bim and the womaa Rey- 
nolds, every one of her vulgar epistles and 
every one of her husband's, not, as he says, 
“without disgust and selfcondemnation”’ 
and “bowing to the justi censure which it 
merits.” An extract from this pamphlet 
reveals the manliness of Hamilton and the 
pain the confession must. nave. caused him. 
He says:

But that 
bosom will approre that, even at so great an ex- 
pense, Ishould effectually wipe away a more se- 
rious stain from aname Which it cherishes with no 
less elevation than tenderness. The public, two, 
will, I trust, excuse the canfession. The neces- 
sity of u to wy defense against a more heinous 


charge could alone have extorted from me 80 
painful an indecorum, 


It was a bard atonement for a man like 
Alexander Hamilton to make, but the public. 
admiring his nerve and moral courage, for- 
gave him for his conduct. It is doubtful 
whetner the public will be as magnanimous 
in its treatment of Robert Ray Hamilton. 
Though he is now ‘“leting the law take its 
course,” which he could hardly prevent, had 
it not been for the assault of his vuigar para- 
mour upon a serving woman he would have 
still been in his fool’s paradise, submitting to 
the insults and extortions of the disreputa- 
ble three who were bleeding bim, and con- 
tented with the situation. If he is capable 
of making expiation he has not vet shown it. 
If, Uke his great grandfather, however, he 
should frankiy and unreservedly appeal to 
the charity of the pubiic with free acknowl- 
edgment of his indecorum in a manly way, 
he might yet secure that sympathy which is 
now so slow in expression and live down the 
stain upon his reputation.

CAN THE MOSQUITO BE EXTERMINATED? 
It is not often that the mosquito has figured 
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and wom- 

ene of an army of | 
devil’s darning needles engaged in a san- 
guinary encounter with an army of mos- 

quitoes, chasing them about the grounds and 

on the porches and boidiy invading every 

room in the house in their efforts to capture 
and massacre the eremy. There is the same 
prejudice against the spider alse, and not 
without some foundation, for while some 

of them are innocent there are others 

who bite worse than the mosquito, and 

this offense of an indefinite few is 
charged up against the whole family of air“ 
sailors. Probably no amount of industry in 

mosquito capturing would ever reconcile the 

average housekeeper to spiders. The spider 

may be the natural foe of tne mosquito, but 

the housekeeper is wu still more relentless foe 

to the spider, and no amount of persuasion 

will ever induce her to consent to their in- 

definite multiplication, involving unlimited 

fabrication of their gauzy and exquisite 

festoonry,¢ to her mind the synonym of filth. 

The advocates of the spider, therefore, will 

find a twofold obstacle to their plan for en- 

gaging him in the work of destroying the 

mosquito—first, his own imaginary dangerous 

character, and second, his dirty reputation. 

There is little hope, therefore, that these two 

invertebrate philanthropists, the dragon fly 

and the spider, will ever be multiplied by 

any artificial processes for the purpose of de- 

stroying mosquitoes. Would it be best any- 

way? Would it\ be safe to. distarb nature, 

which has so kinalty provided that the 

night hawks shall eat the dragon 

flies, the dragon flies the mosquitoes, 

and the mosquitoes man; and that the birds 

shall eat the spiders, and the spiders the 

fhes and mosquitoes, and mosquitoes the 

micro-organisms of the swamps and pools 

tnat breed miasmas, which in turn prey upon 

man, while man in turn eats pretty nearly 

everything that lives, moves, and has its 

being? 

The project for the extermination of the 
mosquito by the multiplication of his nat- 
ural enemies is altogether a fanciful one and 
might be dangerous, for even if he were 
exterminated it might tend to the natural 
increase of the organisms upon which he 
subsists, and these by reason of their 
minuteness might endanger health and ex- 
pose us to perils of the most insidious sort 
by reason of their invisibility. The mos- 
quito is at least a fair fighter and scorns to 
take mean advantage. He always sounds 
his trumpet before he makes the assault. 
There is much more force in Dr. McCosh’s 
plan for limiting his multiplication by limit- 
ing his natural breeding grounds, which are 
swamps, ‘stagnant pools, sluggish ditches, 
and damp piaces, but even then culex pipiens 
will provably not be exterminated. He has 
his place in nature and h‘s mission to fulfill 
and nothing short of the final cataclysm and 
general world smudge will close his career. 


NEW YORK’S CONFIDENCE GAME, 

The New York World is juggling with the 
world’s fair scheme and is seeking to spring 
a huge confidence game upon the reluctant 
millionaires of that city in its desperate ef- 
fort to get money out of their pockets. It 
says what is needed now is “a guarantee 
fund of $10,000,000, which a comparatively 
smail number of responsible citizens binding 
themselves for such block sums as they de- 
sired. could supply without circumlocution 
or delay. * Then follows the World's little 
game. It says: This would in fact be a 
mere form. Jt is not probable that the quaran- 
tors would have to advance that amount or any 
considerable portion of it. Before the need of any 
money arises the United States and state 
governments will have taken some action 
and funds will flow in from various sources.“

All the Republican ed- 
itors in Onio, and one of the Democratic ed- 
itors, had done che same thing as I. It was 
my fault, I suppose, that I blew the loudest 
horn. I had this great organ, the Commercial 
Gazette, and applied myself to it. I made a 
great noise, and the diversion demanded in 
the Payne case was made the form of au at- 
tack on me. Gen. Logan was deceived 
and orammed into leading the attack. I had 
sometimes criticised his rhetoric, the one 
thing he would never forgive. For all that I 
bad spoken nighly of nis book as a valuaole 
history. Mr. Logan was a poor man, which 
was greatly to nis honor, and I was anxious 
to help him. I had a cordial letter from him 
only afew weeks before the Payne matter 
ame up in the senate acknowledging my 
complimentary: reference to his book. He 
made a mistake in the Payne case. He was 
the most distinguished of the volunteer offi- 
cers of the war and won a giorious place in 
history. I have never stinted my expression 
of regard for his services out of personal 
feeling. The main matter of ammunition 
used against mein this senate affair was a 


private letter I had written to Secretary 


Chase in February, 1863. 1 don’t know 
whether that letter is ali mine or not. The 
one 1 know I wrote was full of rash and 
bitter expressions that a better knowledge of 
men and things afterward taught me were 
unwarranted.

: WHY HE WROTE THE LETTER. 

Alt grew out of two circumstances. I saw

It was a personal and private 
letter, never meant todo more than call the 
attention of the highest authorities to the 
Pawo of greatest danger. I am willing to be

into the history of that period and reads the 
letters from the men at ne front. No man 
who does not know of his own knowledge can 
now understand the character of the news I 
Was receiving. M. F. Force of Cincinnati 
Was the only man who had a good word for 
Grant at the time. So 1 say 1 wrote a letter. 
this one or one close to it, though how far it 
may have been decorated by falsity I do not 
Know. All are welcome to it in the light of 
the events of that day. I was overwhelmed 
With the darkness that had overcome the 
scene, and my letter is expressive of the 
passion of the time, but there isenothing in it 
that is selfish. I was only begging for mercy 
on the soldiers. I had ampie occasion to cor- 
rect the opinions then held of Lincoln and 
Grant.

WHY HE OPPOSED GRANT. 

„My subsequent opposiuon to Grant as 
President and a third tern, that led me to 
support Mr. Greeley grew out of no personal 
feeling. but from an exaggereted apprehen- 
sion that so greut a soldier, with such an im- 
mene influence and personal following, the 
acknowledged great chieftain of the army 

the most important individuality o 

‘bis lime, should not be flattered

October Pork and September Kibs Advance 
—The Corn and Whext Markets. 

A double corner in provisions is unique 
in manipulative: proceedings,” said a board 
of trade man yesterday, but such is the 
present condition of affairs.

Corn was active and early in the day 
looked much like sliding off under the mo- 


mentum of free selling on short account and 


the marketing of imsufficiently margined 
long stuff. At a critical stage, however, 
Hutchinson, who owns nearly ali the cash 
corn, bid vigorousiy through various 
brokers for this month’s delivery, 
and mainly through his efforts 
the price for September was maintained at 
the price it closed the —4 before. 

Wheat was hamme vigorously by the 
bears and some heavy lines belonging to tired 
holders were let go in despair at the outlook. 
A drop of about & cent was recorded in the 
December future, though it stood at tne close 
von NM cent above the low points of the 

ay. 

Tue heaviness was caused by the promise 
of increased receipts next week, the absence 
of export business, weak cabies, and mag- 
nificent weather, added to which was a 
probable addition of 2,000,000 bushels to next 
week’s visible supply statement and 480 cars 
predicted as the receipts of new spring 
wheat at Minneapolis and Duluth Monday.

A Bie Coke Syndicate. 
PirrsBurG, Pa., Sept. 7.—The small coke 
producers of the Connelisvilie region met 
here today and formed a syndicate for mut- 
ual protection.

Gen. Rodney C. Ward. 

New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Gen. Rod- 
ney C. Ward, the wellknown Brooklyn pol 
tician, died of heart disease at the Oak Bluffs 
club house, Cottage City, Mass., yesterday 
afternoon. 5 

Gen. Ward was born in Berrien, 

July 29, 18387, and came to Brooklyn in 1849. 

He held the office of police commissioner 
from 1877 to 1879 ana was collector of inter- 
nal revenue forthe first district of New 
York from 1879 to 1884. In 1857 he joined the 
seventh regiment and served as, corporal at 
Fort Federal Hill, Baltimore, until June, 
1862, taxing command of Company K. Thir- 
teenth regiment, at the close of the year. He 
was elected major of the Twenty-third regi- 
ment in 18638 and subsequentiy became colo- 
nel. He was made brigadier general of thé 
Fourth brigade in 1886. He leaves a son and 

two daughters. 


David Pemarest Lloyd. 

David Demarest Lloyd, who died Wednes- 
day afternoon on Weehawken Heights, near 
New York city, of heart disease, was for 
nearly twenty years a member of the New 
York Tribune editorial staff and a successful 
dramatic author, 

He bad just completed his 38th year. He 
was born in New York city, where he re- 
ceived a common school education and after- 
wards graduated with honors at the College 
of the City of New York. His first work in 
journalism was a series of letters contributed 
to the New York Tribune a few weeks after 
graduation. Aug. 1, 1870, he 
regular connection with that journal. From 
the reporters’ room he went to Washington 
to become the private secretary of Chief 
Justice Chase, and, returning after the lat- 
ter’s death, became successively assistant 
and day editor; and in 1875 went to Albany, 
where he remained several years as corre- 
spondent. While there he enjoyed the inti- 
mate confidence of . Tilden in his war- 
ture on the canal ring, and it was Mr. Lioyd’s 
pen that. was responsible for the exposure of 
canal mismanagement and fraud and effect- 
ed reforms.on a large scale. From Albany 
he returned to an editorial en and in 
1881 succeeded the late 2. L. White as 
chief Washington correspondent. Warned 
by failing health and imtimations 
of heart disease, he suspended his 
arduous labors in 1884 and took a protracted 
vacation in Europe. He rejoined the Tribune 
staff in 1887, after a briei season of literary 
and dramatic work, and contributed regu- 
larly to the editorial page up to the time of 
his death. 

It was during Mr. Lloyd’s second residence 
in Washington that he wrote his first suc- 
cessful play. For Congress was a satire 
on the methods and artifices of American 
politics. The treatment was fresh and 
unhackneyed, the satire without cynicism, 
and there was not a tinge of partisanship to 
mar the effect of sparkling dialogue and 
cemical situations. The play wus produced 
by Mr mond in 1882 and re- 
mained until his death one of his 
most. successful and poor pieces. Mr. 
Lioyd’s second play, The Woman Hater,“ 
was also written for Mr. Raymond, and was 


first produced in the west. It was after-. 


wards revived: by Roland Reed and met 
with an immediate success. It is a clean and 
wholesome comedy, the dialogue abounds in 
epigram, and a delicate aroma of humor 
breatnes through it. Another play equally 
pure in tone was produced in 1887. 1s Was 
„The Dominie’s 
successful reflection of the domestic, roman- 
tic, and historic atmosphere of revolutaonary 
New York. Mr. Llova's reputation as a 
playwright was established by the success 
of these pieces. His last play, The Seu- 
ator,“ was completed just before his death, 
It was written for Mr. Crane, and was just 
ready for its initial production. 

Mr. Lloyd was a well proportioned, hand- 
some man, with a serenity of manner and 
gravity of mien, and yet bright, active, and 
genial, possessing unusual powers of obser- 
vation anda graceful style ip conversation 
and writing. So keen was his sym- 
pathy with men, so intense his vitality, 
s0 winning his personality, so abound- 
ing his intellectual reso that

THE ISSUE OF THE ELECTION. 


It ‘Will Settle the Question of the Interest 

on City Funds. 
One of the first subjects which shall chal- 
lenge the attention of the enlarged city coun- 
cil is the Dixon ordinance designating three 
national banks.of Chicago as places of de- 
posit for the surplus municipal funds and 
providing that interest on the same, at the 
rate of I per cent per annum, shall be paid 
into the city treasury for the city’s use. This 
ordinance is a sequel to the one d last 
March by the old council and known as the 
W ethere 


be sit at interest for 
the city’s benefit. The W etherell ordinance 
was introduced and in March, just be- 
fore election, in order that the candidates 
for city treasurer then seeking nominations 
should be fully apprised that whoever should 
succeed would not obtain the interest on the 
pubic funds for his personal use. At the 
same time provision, was made that $25,000 
should be. paid annually to the city treasurer 
for his salary and to meet the expenses of 
his office: This contemplated a salary of 
$15,000 to $18,000 for the treasurer. That 
seemed ample. 

No sooner, however, was Bernard Roesing 
elected city treasurer than he — 
about to defeat the intention of 
Wetherell ordinance, in order that he might 
use the interest on the public money for his 
private use. He found ready allies and faith- 
ful servants in most of the Democratic alder 
men, and one or two faithless Republicans 
also gave him aid and encouragement. The 
ordinance designating the banks recom- 
mended by the mayor, the controller, and 
the chairman of the finance committee of the 
council Was postponed, ana referred, and its 
consideration delayed through resort to all 
those parliamentary tactics of which Ald. 
Cullerton and his lieutenant, Ald. Harris, an 
alleged Republican, are masters. In the 
meantime Mr. Roesing was pocketing the in- 
terest on $4,000,000 of the people's money and 
mixing it up with his profits from beer-sell- 


ing. 
“The validity of the Wetherell and the Dix- 
on ordinances was questioned. Ex-Corpora- 
tion Counsel Green and Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson pronounced them valid. Then 
Mr. Cullerton and Mr. Harris expressed 
fears that the bonds offered by the banks 
designated would not be sufficient. The 
banks thereupon offered bonds in amount 
equal to that ot the city treasurer’s bond 
‘and with nearly the same bondsmen. This 
was not sufficient. There was more delay. 
The ‘designating ordinance was sent over 
the vacauon withcut action and Mr. Roesing 
has already pocketed five months’ in- 
terest on the Dea funds, amounting 
to about 840, He is not satisfiea 
with this amount. He wants $60,000 more 
this year and $200,000 in ail during his two 
years’ term. He wants that amount in addi- 
tion to a salary of from $15,000 to $18,000 per 
annum, and it is reported he 1s exerting him- 
self and spending money inthe new wards 
trying to secure the election of aldermen 
who will allow him to continue his grab.

On the other hand, the Demo- 
cratic candidates have refused to pledge 
themselves on this important question. They 
have maintained a suspicious silence. It us 
fair to infer, therefore, from their silence 
that if elected they will vote in tne council 
with a majority of the old Democratic 
members, and under the leadership of 
Cullerton, to allow Mr. Roesing to continue 
his grab. The wisest policy that the voters 
in the new wards, then, can pursue is to vote 
for.the Republican candidates. They have 
made the issue fairly on this question. It is 
the most important one now before the vot- 
ers in the new wards. It is a fair test of the 
good intentions of the candidates. The Dem- 
ovrats have failed to meet it. They should 
be rejected for that reason alone. The per- 
sonal unfitaess of most of them—grogeery- 
keepers,.petty bosses, and suburban ring- 
sters, as they are—ought to insure their re- 
jection in any case. 


TWO MILLION DOLLARS IN ASHES. 


D. Meyer & Co.“ Big Sugar Establishment 
in New York Burned, 

New York, Sept. 7.—A disastrous fire 
broke out early this afternoon in the mam- 
moth sugar plant of Dick Meyer & Co., North 
Seventh anc North Eighth streets, Williams- 
burg. The fire started with an explosion, 
the exact cause ot which is not known. It 
is supposed to have been caused by the 
ex plosiye nature of finely powdered particles 
of sugar which had permeated the air in the 
mills where the granulated sugar was re- 
duced to a powdered product. There were 
three mills at work reducing the granulated 
sugar to powder. The entire establishment, 
which cons.sted of a collecuon of buildings, 
eight stories in height, extending about 400 
feet on No Seventh street, 300 feet 
on North Eighth street, and 250 feet along 
the dock, was reduced to a mass of ruins. It 
was filled with very valuable machinery and 
the loss on the bmiumgs and machinery is 
estimatea at about $1,500,000. Within the 
building were 1,700 barrels of sugar, valued 
at about half a million doilars, making a total 
loss of about $2,000, 000: There were a num- 
der of men injured by the explosion or burned 
by tne fire. Their names are not yet obtain- 
able. The mills employ about 200 men, who 
will be thrown out of employ ment.

The Alton Gives a Redaction in Cattle 
Rates from Kansas City. 

Reports were current all week that the 
Alton had decided to reduce the rates on 
cattie from 22 cents per 100 pounds to 18 
cents, Kansas City to Chicago, on account of 
the action of the Santa Fe charging local 


rates to Kansas City from points west of the |

It appears from 
4 notice of a meeting of the 
Western Freight association just called 
by Chairmen Faithorn and Midgiey that the 
Alton did give the required five days’ notice 
of its intention to reduce the cattle rates

put the reduced rates in effect by giving 
three days’ notice, as required 
the law, if che meeting should decide against 
reductuon, which will probably be the 
ult. By this action te Alton wipes 
out proportional rates on through 
trafo eretofore in effect, and 
makes the combined locals the 
ime as the through rates charged by the 
roads having lines east and west of the Mis- 
ri river. 

o other important questions to be con- 
sidered at Tuesday’s meeting are a notice 
from the Alton of its intention to make rates 
on cattle in common cars 81% cents per 100 
pounds lower than on cattle in lace stock 
cars, and a notice from the Uwaukee & 
St. Faul asking a reduction in live stock 
rates on account of the Aiton and other 

ads leasing stock cars to cattle ship- 
pers. The report of the committee as torates 
on soft coal mined east of IIlinois and as to 
rates on coal from interior Iowa points to 
Omaha will also come up for considera- 
tion. The special committee appointed 
at the last meeting tea consider the 
matter of rates on packinghouse 
pfoducts from Omaha, Kansas City, eto,, 
Will also submit a report. The meeting will 
no doubt be one of the most interesting ever 
held, and it would be no surprise if some of 
the roads should give notice of withdrawal 
from the association. 


Mr. Abbott Gaining Ground. 

Many of the members of the Western 
States Passenger association now express re- 
gret for harsh and unmerciful treatment ac- 
corded Chairman Abbott at the meetings 
last Wednesday and Thursday. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the action inst him 
was inspired by parties who were determined 
to get even with Mr. Abbots for imaginary 
wrongs, and surprise is expressed that those 
parties were able to influence the meeting to 
the extent they did. Much blame for the re- 
sult is laid upon Mr. J. F. Tucker, who acted 
as chairman of the meme | and whose 
culiar rulings forced those friendly to Mr. 
Abbott into a position which otherwise 
they would not have taken, Had Mr. Ab- 
bott’s enemies been more merciful and allowed 
him to resign gracefully instead of persist- 
ing in his peremptory removal so as to 
humiliate him as much as possible 
and injure his character and standing 
they would now stand in a better 
light before the people. By going to ex- 
tremes they showed too clearly the animus 
of their action. A reaction has pow set in in 
favor of Mr. Abbott. and the indications are 
that justice will yet be accorded him. A 
meeting of the association is to be heid in 
a few days to take furtner action in the mat- 
ter, and this meeting will not be allowed to 
be run by revengeful and selfish general 
passenger agents, but by the presidents and 
general managers themselves. As matters 
now stand the association agreement cannot 
be carried out. The secretary elected to 
take charge of the association until a chair- 
man can be elected will not be recognized 
by several of the roads. The action 
of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City in 
refusing to sanction the election of a secre- 
tary as being contrary to the text and spirit 
of the agreement has beon followed by the 
Rock Island, which gave notice yesterday 
that inasmuch as the secretary was not 
elected by a unanimous vote it will 
refuse to recognize him und continue to con- 
sider Mr. Abbott the chairman of the associ- 
ation. Two or three other roads stand ready 
to do likewise, feeling that under existing 
circumstances a chairman cannot be elected, 
and that until harmony is restored the 
affairs of the association will be safer in Mr. 
Abbott's hands than in those of subordinate 
clerks. Mr. Abbott has not yet been noti- 
fied of his removal from his posi- 
tion, or received any instructions to 
turn over the affairs = of the 
association to somebody else, and therefore 
continues to perform his duties as before. It 
is not likely that he will be ordered to va- 
cate his office until the managers have taken 
further action in the matter.

water over a great part of the hospital, but the two 
eastand west isolated pavilions, in which are 
located the lying-in ward and the female medical 
and surgical wards, have no other water supply 
than that which comes from the city 
pipes. Several weeks ago, probably because 
of extreme hot weather and a consequent in- 
creased consumption of water. the pressure in 
the city mains e so low that the water 
would not reach the floors in which these three 
wards are located, the result being that the 125 
patients suffered great inconvenience. 

The 1 — ward. where a dozen or more in- 
fants are born each week, and where absolute 
cleanliness is required in order to restore the pa- 
tients to health, has suffered more than any of 
the other wards. Every time a child 
is born in order to prevent puer- 
peral fever the room must be thoroughly 
scrubbed, fumigated, and the walls treated to a 
wash of soda solution. It is also necessary that 
the ward in which the convalescents are con- 
fined shall be in a perfect sanitary condition, for 
the systemof the patient is so run down that 
unless extreme.care is taken she will contract 
fever. But in this ward there has 
scarcely been a drop of water drawn 
from the faucets for a month, the entire 
supply having been carried up in buckets. 
The situation in the female medical and surgical 
wards is nearly as bad. 

Warden Stephens says he has been unusually 
diligent in looking after the sanitary condition of 
these wards. He has notified the hospital com- 
mittee of the county board, and requested that 
something be done to improve the water supply. 


LIGHT HORSE SQUADRON TROUBLES. 


The Crack Military Company to Court Mar- 
tial Its Captaln— Hie Explanation. 

The Chicago Light Horse squadron, the crack 
mounted military company of the Garden City, 
is in the throes of internal dissensions, while its 
commander, Capt. Ingbor Larsen, is bemg 
court martialed on a charge of misman- 
agement of funds. Latent dissatisfaction 
culminatea at the last open meeting 
of the company, Tuesday evening,

CHICAGO'S SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 


It Will Be Opened Sept. 23,at the Art 
Institute Building. 

The agitation which has been going on for some 
time about the foundation of a school of archi- 
tecture in Chicago has resulted in the determina- 
tion on the part of the management of the art 
institute to open a department of architectural 
instruction this fall, with the support of the 
leading architects of the city. Construction and 
mathematics, as well as design, will be embraced 
in the course, and the year opens Sept. 23, with 
the rest of the art school. 

Considering the enormous amount of building 
done in this rapidly growing country, it is sur- 
prising that the schools of architecture are so 
few and so widely separated, There are only 
four or five institutions at the most which offer 
any thorough education in this specialty. The 
nearest is in the Illinois state university. under 
the competent ‘direction of Prof. N. C. Ricker. 


There are two good reasons why it is desirable that 


there should’ be a school of architecture in Chi- 
cago, the first in order that technical instruction 
should be put within the reach of the great body 
of draughtsmen and assistants in private offices 
in the city; and the second that a school of archi- 
tecture can best do its work in a great city where 
the students can see many examples of actual 
design and construction. 

Many of the daughtsmen who are altogether 
unable to — — work and go to the Boston In- 
stitute of Technology or Corneli university are 
earnest and ambitious young men who would 
gladly find time evenings, or part of 
the days, to add to their theoretical 
knowleege. of the subjects with which 
they are dealing. The influence of a good school 
of architecture in Chicago could hardly fail to 
show itself in a short time. The architectural 
school in Boston an at at Columbia college 
in New York both have the advantage of being 
situated in great cities, and this is well under- 
stood to be almost .essential to the greatest ef- 
ficiency of such aschool. In Chicago, where the 
architects may be said to have been 
turned loose to work their own wills, es- 
pecially in domestic architecture, there is an 
abundant supply of examples, or, when not ex- 
amples, of ,warnings to which to direct students’ 
attention. The enormous modern business 
blocks introduce new problems of construction 
and 25 which cannot be solved by the 
light of nature, and, in fact, architecture has ex- 
panded into a business of so wide a range that 
no man can hope to be acquainted with all its 
specialties, and it remains for the sensible 
student to acquire a knowledge of fundamental 
principles and of the sources of information by 
a due proportion of study and practice. How far 
the classes at the Art institute will succeed in 
the difficult educational problem which they 
undertake can only be demonstrated by trial, but 
1 a serious and weill considered effort to meet 
a need apparent to those most familiar with the 
state of the art of architecture in this country.

| A FRENCH-CANADIAN GRAVEYARD. 

A French-Canadian graveyard is deceptive. 
Its black leaning crosses or fallen slabs may 
hold out promise of ancient interments which 
it.by no means fulfills. There is no gate to 
this rugged cemetery at Chicoutimi, the 
fence being nailed up—a fact which fur- 
ther hunter. 
I wander inclosure in 
the vain hope of finding an opening. Why 
should not the bones of some pioneer, some 
coureur de bois, lie here undera rude inscrip- 
tion? An obliging innkeeper brings me a 
chair, and I mount one side of the fence and 
drop down on the other to wet my feet and 
find no date earlier than 1872. The French 
race cannot always be posing against a re- 
mote past. 

The “ gr and awful Saguenay,” with 
its vast p waters and ‘inclosing mount- 
ains, has one spectacie which many people 
have tried to describe, but no one will ever 
set itin fit words. Wereach Trinity bay on 
our returu run at about 6 o’clock in the even- 
ing. The mountains have been rising in their 
robes of slim pines until their height seems 
awful, when Trinity's three ascending shoul- 
ders begin to appear. Pictures have made 
their outline familiar. There, also, are the 
statue of Mary on the first ascent and the 
cross on the second. The girl from Wash- 
ington, who says she has worked hard all 
winter and saved her money for this trip, 
looks anxidusly upward, afraid that she will 
be disappointed. But she is not disappoint- 
ed. We come around in front of the preci- 
pice, 1,600 feet of sheer, smooth granite rock, 
sublime in presence. Its awful beauty is like 
a revelation of great things to come in an- 
other life. You cannot talk about it, for it is 
beyond word picturing. The artist who would 
paint it must take half the sky for bis can- 
vas. You tilt your head to your back in gaz- 
yi still sight is astounded! ana led up- 
ward. ;

BUILT IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

At Tadotasac, near the mouth of the Sa- 
guenay, is an old church said to have been 
built in the seventeenth century. It contains 
afigure of the child Jesus, which was the 
gift of Louis XIV.—“‘the good King XIV.” 
as the awkward placard on the steamer 
translates it—who was always a prodigal 
father to New France; pouring money 
and bounties upon this pet province which 
his successor was to fritter away. 
The Saguenay is not sown full of islands 


‘like tee StLanrrenss: It bas been called a 


singie long chasm rent between mountains. 
themselves on its surface, is unlike 
er. It dashes on the 
beach as if it were foaming ale, and is there 
a clear browp as the sun strikes through it. 
But around a steamer it rolls in jet biack 
swells. 5 

It is a misty river. Do impalpable savage 
spirits trail themselves across the faves of 
mountains, and the ghosts of baby Indians 
sift always through that air like etherahzed 
dew! Day is delightfully weird, and the sun 
hangs like a copper ball. Little farms and 
snug Villages in ravines and stooping valleys 
seem havens in some happy region untouched 
by the rise in flour. Doubtless the people 
eat and sleep there, and spin and weave and 
make their woolen clothes. The steamer, 
typifying the world, passes them by, but 
they can get out their own boats, and fish or 
visit the neighbors. A daily mail and the 
pulsebeat of traffic are matters which never 
have troubled them. If they have not their 
little church—and scarce is foundation stone 
laid for little house anywhere here betore a 
massive and well appointed church rises 
near it—the missionary priest will bring 
them the sacrament. They live their little 
span by the Saguenay and look at mountains; 
and it cannot be a bad life. 

Young Englishmen rush on the boat at Chi- 
coutimi with all the aecumulations of a fish- 
ing trip. Tneir bags are enormous, their 
hats wound with wire line and stuck full of 
varicolored flies. They havea roll of birch 
bark as large as a valise. 

Our weirdest hour upon the Saguenay is 
8 o'clock in the morning, when the steamer 
lies anchored in fog. I cannot sleep, and, 
dressing myself, wander over the boat. 
Some men are busy at the prow. ' Within 
the lights are dim. The afterdeck is de- 


serted and unlighted, dampas a dewy sward. 


Fog has made the posts slippery. There is 
a faint line of shore in the east, but 
westwara no world except dim vapor. 
There are no stars. We are in 
the clouds. We breathe moisture. We 
hang suspended in some enchanted place. 
The river surface is not visible. Yet off on 
the river somewhere I hear a voice—a girl’s 
voice. Now another voice answers her. 
They talk and laugh, but Icannot distinguish 
their language. Are they mermaids playing 
under the fog? There is no sound of splash- 
mg. 1 cannot see a boat or any outline of 
any object. They are nothing but voices 
—girls’ voices—on the Saguenay river, che 
deep and awful river at 3 o’clock of the 
night. Now they begin to sing and a male 
voice joins them. Is that a bit of one of the 
French chansons? A faint squeak of row- 
locks and oar splashing can be heard a mo- 
ment—a suggestion, not a certainty. But 
the voices are a certainty.

papers—Bigmarck’s Comtempt for His 
“Swineherds"— Editors of Obstinate 
Journals thrown Into Jail and Their 

Sheets Suppressed. 

Great is journalism! Is not the able editor a 
en of the world, being a persuader of it? Car- 
The liberty of the press is theoretically ana 
practically the wost necessary ot all govern- 
mental principles.— Adolphe Thiers. 

Even superficial investigation will con- 
vince the most casual observer that these 
two axioms; though emanating from a 
wor'd-renowned English philosopher and a 
no less tamous French statesman respective- 
ly, nt the American press to a dot. While, 
speaking in the abstract, the American press 
is a legitimate business enterprise pure and 
simple. Even the intelligent American 
reader attributes to his “favorite vaper a 
sort of influence superior to his dry goods 
man, his grocer, and his butcher. For him, 
in the aggregate, the press is a “fourth 
estate“ beside the nation, the home, and the 
law. Hence, this same American reader 
finds it difficult to understand ‘the German 
press,or—to be in consonance with the sub- 
ject to be dis¢ussed—the press of Germany. 
The difficulty ties not in the fact that the Ger- 
man press ig less influential than that of 
America, or that ofany other country for 
that matter, but because its influence is on 
general principles,” directed by a power 
which is neither for, nor by, nor of the peo- 
ple, but for the perpetuation oi vested rights 
that involve the inequality of mankiad— 
monarchism, feudalism,’ and - servitude. 
These three branches of autovracy, charac- 
teristics of it, as it were, areperhaps no more 
strongly embodied in any living man of the 
present day than in Bismarck, the founder 
of German unity after the drastic prescrip- 
tion of “biopd and iron.” Yet, even Bis- 
marck acknowledges the power of the press 
in his famdns interview with Archibald 
Forbes: We care not for public opinions, 
for the entire press belongs to us.“ 

THE KEYNOTE OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 

This.“ winged word” of the strong-willed 
iron chancellor is the keynote for the char- 
acter of the German newspaper, generally 
speaking. In the means of acquiring and 
disseminating news the German paper is not 
only not behind any of its contemporaries 
but fully in ine with them. It is in the 
availability of these means for a control lim- 
ited only by financial resources, for an im- 
mediate and boundless use, limited only by 
personal taste, choice, or comprehension that 
the active spirit of a newspaper, the man- 
aging editor,“ is cramped in Germany. True, 
it may be said that there is no such man as a 
managing editor in a German newspaper, 
but it is also true that there would be one 
did the political conditions of the country 
admit of jt. The ‘literty of the press in 
this country does not necessarily involve the 
right of some copperhead paper printing 
what its editor chooses about the President 
of the United States, but it involves the per- 
fect freedom of the paper to print what it 
sees fit about whe nation, religion, and socie- 
ty until it comes in contact with the statute 
relating to obscene literature and to libel. 
So far as the influence of the public is con- 
cerned, the American newspaper is limited 
in what it prints practically only by the un- 
written lawg of manhood, decency, and the 
eternal fitness of things. That this has the 
natural result of making the American news- 
paper the true exposent of the noblest traits 
of national character, of the best and cheap- 
est service to the readers, and of indatvidunt 
on ter prise ind talent admits of no successful 
contradiction. In Germany the power of the 
press isnot only circumscribed by these un- 
written laws, but by a series of written stat- 

utes which in the gate come near of 
even limiting thought. A brief retrospect 
win cause deviation from fundamental 
American principles to be more readily un- 
derstood. | : 

The German newspaper before 1848 was 
chiefly of a literary character. It published 
columns of criticisms of books, of philosophi- 
cal and théological discussions, of esthetic 
treatises, of accounts of travel, of entertain- 
ments, stores, and theatrical notices. The 
explanation ofthis anomaly is simple—the 
mumerous local governments in Germany 
exercised @ vigorous censorship over the 
press and allowed nothing to be published 
that would set the people thinking about 
what their rulers were doing. In those days 
there was no need of any press laws,“ be- 
cause the pubiic censor was in reality the 
responsible editor. The great politicul storm 
ot ‘48 blew the famous “blue chalk” from 
the hands of the official censor and opened 
the columns of the newspaper pressto all 
kinds of political theorizing and discussion. 

THE JOURNALISTIC “ RED RAG.” 

As a natéral result licentiousness instead 
of liberty of the press followed. Assassina- 
tion of kings, dukes, princes, and poten- 
tates generally was not only preached open- 
ly but private individuals were attacked in 
the vilest manner on account of their polit- 
ical preferences. The “red rag” had its 
sway in thé press as well as elsewhere. But 
the spasm was brief. Reaction set in swift- 
ly and was hailed with delight even ty liber- 
al minded men as being preferable to what 
practically was a reign of terror, One 
achievement the revolution had—official cen- 
sorship was permanently abolished. Instead 
of that came the press laws,“ administered 
more or legs stringently, as the signs of the 
timés or the personal choice of the govern- 
ments dictated, but always administered—vp 
to the present day—in a smirit of servility by 
the judicial tribunals that must be simply 
appalling to the American, if he can at all 
understand it. 

The German federation, the “ Deutsche 
bund,“ being a still more pitiable spectacle, 
from a naWonal standpoint, after 48 than it 
had been before those days, it will be per- 
fectly just to single out one particular Ger- 
man powéer—Prussia—which then as now 

Germany. Herr von Manteuffel, the 
president of the ministerial council, quickly 
perceived that press laws alone would not 
accomplish the end desired by the reaction- 
ary government. Even if an editor could ve 
thrown igto prison, or a publisher ruined by 
the confiscation of his paper and the destruc- 
tion of his plant, the mischief of ac incendi- 
ary article had been done by its unprevented 
publication. Hence he inaugurated in Berlin 
a Central Bureau of the Press, which was 
subsidized from a secret fund over which the 
legislative branch of the government had 
absolutely no control. Crowds of needy 

scribes were hired and every paper, even the 
most insignificant, was furnished with *mat- 
ter free of charge. Another and more dan- 
gerous contrivance was the “ Lithographic 
Correspondence bureau.“ originally a French 
invention after the style of the Agence 
Havas. This bureau furnished * matter” on 


any topic. from the leading editoriul to the 


„em dash beneath the market report. 
Brilliant ‘writers, shrewd politicians, prac- 
tical financiers were hired at big salaries, 
and theit une productions—perfection in 
every senge, except that of liberal sentiment 
—were sold to the papers at such exorbitant- 
ly low rates as to be next to a gift. The ef- 
fect was, and it may truly be saad is—for tne 
same conditions exist today—obvious. Lib- 
eral papers which could not afford to hire the 
collective talent at work for the bureau ”’ 
had but a poor showing in excellence of dic- 
tion and range of topics with their contem- 
poraries. The clientele of the liberal and 
radical papers dwindied down to the unter- 
rified” who would not be conciliated in any 
way, and the press ip a general way de- 
longed” t the government, and does se to 
this day. | | | 
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others, they were captivated br induced to as- 
sume a milder tone by thousand and 
one means at the disposal & a monarchical 
government, even down td the openly ac- 
knowledged policy of Bismarck to furnish 
leading opposition journals at the most op- 
portune times with exclusive news even 
from the throne; news that had the most 


decided intiuence upon state politics, finances, 


and business generally, and news in the pro- 
mulgation of which the unswervingly loyal 
papers were and are grievously slighted. 

The telegraph, as a means of general com- 
munication, was first used in Germany in 
1849. In the shape of telegraphic news agen- 
cies there was first the Reuter bureau, in 
1850, and a little later Wolf's bureau. In 1855 
came the Continental bureau, and then the 
combination of the Reuter bureau and the 
Agence Havas. This combinahon monopo- 
lized the news service, and the government, 
owning absoluteiy all telegraph lines in fee 
simple, at once 8 combination. It 
has nso ever since.” Not a line of tele- 
graphic news gets into a German vaper 
whieh is not sanctioned by the government. 
If the article happens to be a “special,” 
there are ways of crippling, delaying, and 
absolute falsifying that ruin the character of 
the matter as news. If it is a cipher to a 
suspicious paper or person service is posi- 
tively refused. 

The creation of the new empire did not 
improve German journalism. After the war 
with Austria, in 1867, the annual secret fund 
of the Press bureau“ was increased to 870 
000, but this only an inconsiderate amount. 
The deposed King of Hanover was offered 619. 
000,000 if he would forever rencunce tatle to 
royalty; the prince elector of Hesse was offer- 
ed an anguity of $400,000 if he would withdraw 
any claim to his rights as a German poten- 
tate. Both, being personally immensely 
wealthy, refused. The in t of these 
huge sums, being at least $1,000,000 annually, 
goes fo the press fund, otherwise known as 
“Wolfen” fund, also “ reptile” fund. If one 
considers what could be done in this country 


with $1,000,000 annually in the way of gath- } 


erfthg and disseminating news we will have a 
faint understanding of what the German gov- 
ernmeént—absolutely owunmg the telegraph- 
10 service—accomplishes with this amount 
in the direction of influeneing and corrupting 
publicopinion and doctormg news. Ay, 
the Press bureau is, indeed, an expensive 
„take“ the tax-ridden German people. 
Bismarck, while appreciating the power of 
the press, knows full well the character of 
the subsidy. Controlling the former as be- 
longing to us,“ he speaks of the hirelings in 
the most contemptuous terms, 
BISMARCK’'S CONTEMPT FOR WRIIERS. 

„My swineherds”’ (Meine Sauhirten) he 
calls the writers for the press bureau, and 
under this delectable system of “ news serv- 
ice there have grown up “ bigh official,” 
**half-official,” “official,” and ‘‘officious ”’ 
papers, the collective editions of which run 
into the millions. There are also overof- 
ficious ” papers, commonly known as mud- 
bathers.“ The governmental instructions 
concerning how and what to write are 
known in the German newspaper fraternity 
as Waschzettel, which meang was tick- 
ets’’—an apt similitude to the American vo- 
Uiical soap.“ Some instances in this direc- 


tion will prove interesting reading to the 


American reader. In scrutinizing them it 
should be borne in mind that the “slush 
fund.“ being beyond any legislative control, 
disclosures of the kind are naturally few and 
far between. 

In 1874 matter“ from the government 
bureau was offered free of charge to the 
Neue Wormser Zeitung. The editor, Wesver- 
burg, happened to be an intent democrat, but 
ofthe quiet order that acts rather than 
blows. The editor was thrown into prison 
‘ t Against 
the goverument’’; the paper was suppressed, 
and the “‘swineherd’”’ who had been so un- 
fortunate as not to know Westerburg’s po- 
litical preferences was deposed. After 
Schleswig and Holstein had been incorpo- 
rated into Prussia, in 1867, the Schleswig-Hol- 
steinische Zeitung, refusing to accept Bis- 
marck’s news service,“ was permanently 
suppressed, and a property amounting to a 
great fortune was ruined forever without 
any process at law. Chaplain Miarka, edi- 
tor of the Katholik, stated under oath that he 
was offered $7,500 if he would write in “‘ mild- 
er tone during the Berlin election of 76. 
In the proceedings against Count von Arnino, 
German ambassador in Paris, in 1874, it was 
shown by witnesses, and was not contra- 
dicted by the government, that Paul Lindau, 
one of the foremost German. authors of the 
present day, received 8500, 000 from the rep- 
tile’? fund to corrupt English, French, and 
Belgian papers. Itis now a historical fact 
that the famous telegram from Ems, dated 
July 13, 1870, which stated that King William 
was gfossly insulted by Count Benedetti, the 
French ambassador, and which ied to the 
bloody Franco-German war of 1870-71, was a 
base fabrication. That telegram was sent 
all over the world by means known to the 
„Central Bureau of the Press.“ How Bis- 
marck succeeded in capturing even the Old 
Thunderer,” tne London Times, by giving it 
the alleged propositions of Benedetti in the 
original draft, is now long since a matter of 
history. That bit of exclusive news” se- 
cured the Times for the German side during 
the war of 1870.71. , 

THROWING EDITORS INTO PRISON. 

During Bismarck’s fight fer the control of 
the state over catholic church appointments, 
a period famous in history as the Cultur- 
kampt, July 1, 1874, a law came into force far 
more stringent than any ever known in Rus- 
siaeven. Under this law the Germania was 
condemned thirty-nine times within six 
months, beside having twenty-four untried 
charges pending in the same time, making 
an average of one suit by the government 
for every three days. During the first four 
months of 1875, in Berlin alone, 136 editors 
were thrown into prison or heavily fined. It 
isn’t much better now, except that the thing 
has become so common that nobody cares to 
talk about it, 

This way of dealing with the political de- 
partment has gradually permeated every 
other feature of the German newspaper. The 
local department is notoriously deplorable. 
Not a public office admits reporters. No ex- 
amination of books or records is permitted. 
The head of such an office rules like an auto- 
crat—asmail Bismarck. There is no army 
or navy news, except such as is published in 
the eichs Anzeiger once every month. A 
member of the German legislature may cen- 
sure the government generally, or a minister 
or public functionary personully. He may 
do that under the statute which guarantees 
freedom of speech in the legislature, but the 
editor who publishes a verbatim report of 
such criticism or attack is thrown into prison, 
and the paper, in case of repeated violation, 
is suppressed. Hence the papers publish 
a“ doctored” report of the legislative pro- 
ceedings. Local news is so well “digested ” 
that an account of a fire or a murder is print- 
ed two or three days after its occurrence, 
anyway long after the fact itself is well 
known by the readers. A sample of such 
news would reaa about as follows: 

We learn on good authority that merchant 
S—— in —— Street lost a considerable sum of 
money, some say as much as 100,000 marks, by a 
sefeblowing which was perpetrated day before 
yesterday. The police were notified, 

The editorial “we,” the pluralibus majest- 
atibus pervades the paper from editorial to 
market report. We are glad to announce 
that the ball at the court last night was a 
most brilliant affair, all the highest and high 
personages being in excellent spirits; ‘‘*we” 
regret to hear that tbere is much diphtheria 
in the district; we“ notice an unusually 
fine rainbow; we are pained to hear that 
his imperial and royal highness coughed 
several times at the opera last night, and 
we“ ferventiy hope that this apparent af- 
flicuon of the upper highest's * throat will 
be but temporary,

All discoveries and advances in the mechan- 
ical arts and inventions and in the social 
mechanism or organization seem to proceed by 
a sort of tidal motion. They ebo and how, 
advance and necede. Some new mechanical 
invention or device, or some new plan to 
meet social needs, is proposed, and at first is 
hailed with plaudits and predictions of un- 
bounded success. Some difficulty is found 
in the first working, and the public 1s 
just as quick to denounce both 
mechanical invention and plan for social im- 
provement as entire failures. In the end it 
always happens that the really valuable me- 
chanical invention is improved upon until it 
conquers its vlace in the world of machinery 
or manufactures; and every plan for the 
betterment of social conditions which is 
really founded on the fundamental laws of 
social organization will eventually conquer 


its place in the social economy. 


As ‘instances illustrating the truth of this 
generalization in the departments of mechan- 
ical invention and manufactures take the 
machines for reaping and binding in the har- 
vest field, the folding bed, the ‘manufacture

of readymade clothing for women and chil- 
dren. All who have had knowledge of farm- 
ing as it was carried on thirty-five years ago 
will remember with what distrust and even 
denunciation the first reapers and binders 
were received. Naturally they were some- 
what imperfect as (first introduced, 
and in hundreds of farming communi- 
ties after their first introduction and 
imperfect working they were for a 
time discarded ana denounced as utter fail- 
ures. Nevertheless the harvesting of today 
is done by these same reapers and binders. 
The folding bed was at its introduction hailed 
as a great success. Those first made, how- 
ever, were comparatively clumsy and hard to 
adjust, and after their first introduction 
there was a general reaction against them 
which is only iately being conquered by the 


beauty, convenience, and perfection of the 


modern folding bed. When first ready- 
made clothing for women and children 
was introduced, ‘some twenty-five years 
ago, it was made of such inferior quality: 
and poor workmanship that the public 
laughed and sneered at it, Let the mana- 
facture vf muslin underwear for women and 
children has progressed, developed, and im- 
proved until now more beautiful and better 
fitting garments than can be made at home, 
except at great cost for skilled labor, can be 
found on every counter an invaluable boon 
to the busy and overburdened mother and 
housekeeper. 
IMPROVEMENTS LAUGHED TO SCORN. 

When steam laundries were first estab- 
lished what prices were charged for the work 
and what havoc was made with buttons and 
strings and articles of fine texture! They 
were patronized only by those who could not 
possibly get their laundry work done in any 


other way. At first they were despised and 
contemned by clever housekeepers. They 


were only a grim necessity. Now the steam 
laundry will send a stylish wagon and a gen- 
tlemanly driver to your door; will take your 
finest garments and most delicate artisies of 
apparel and return them in a state of laun- 
dried perfection that makes housekeepers 
bless the day of their success. They will do 
all this at @ price far below what such work 
will cost in the home, if fuel, servants’ 
wages, rent, etc., are taken into the calcula- 
tion. 

All these illustrations are preliminary to 
calling attention to the fact that the present 
agitation and discussion of the subject of the 
“Kitchen of the Future” and its entire 
banishment from the private house and 
home of the dweller in cities and villages are 
put @ return wave of an agitation of the 
whole subject which occurred some twenty 
years ago. It is, however, a wave that will 
advance greatly beyond its predecessor, and

ground of thoroughly organized and success- 
ful outside kitchens. | 
Twenty years agoa gifted woman living 
in Cambridge, Mass., perceiving the thick 
gathering difficulties that were clustering 
around the individual kitchen, conceived the 
idea of a great and beautiful codperative 
kitchen, to be officered and conducted wholly 
by housekeepers. The theory was delightful 
on paper and five successive numbers of the 
Atlantic Monthly gave the place of honor to 
her articles elaborating her plan. It was 
tried and proved a dead failure, for the prin- 
cipal reason that the housekeepers in ques- 
tion had neither the capital, the business ex- 
perience, nor the time to undertake and suc- 
cessfully carry on such an enterprise. And 
yet, in fact, Mrs. Pierce, the author of these 
articies, had the fundamentally true idea of 
how the domestic prpblem must ultimately 


be solved. 
WILDER’S COMPOSITE KITCHEN. 


About the same time David Wilder, a phil- 
anthropic gentieman living in Boston, con- 
ceived the plan of 4wellings arranged around 
a square to contain in the center a building 
which shouid contain all the kitchens of the 
inmates of the houses, whether general or 
private. In the Boston Times of Dec. 15, 1870, 
this plan was published, and is here repro- 


duced to show how long the idea has really 


been entertained by earnest and thoughtful 
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minds. Both the ground plan and the design

This plan or diagram represents the sec- - 


ond floor of a group of nine buildings occu- 
bying a space of 210x210 feet, including four 
interior courts (3) and the recesses from the 
sidewalk, twelve feet deep, together with 
the triangles taken from each corner where 
the streets intersect. These deductions from 
a total of urea of 44,100 feet leave 32,292 feet, 
or not quite three-fourths of the whole terri- 
tory, to be covered by the buildings which it 
will be séen are amply supplied with light 
both front and rear; the open courts (3) be- 
ing 48x48 feet, and the windows in front 
looking obliquely, not transversely, into 


the street. On each front are three entrances 


into corridors (4) six feet wide, and in each 
of the several, edifices stairways (2) from 
basement to cupola afford means for rapid 
egress in case of necessity, and also supply 
private entrances to such as find them desir- 
able. The central building (1) is intended 
for all those purposes common to the whole 
group and will contain all the kitchens and 
laundries, whether private or public. And 
these are to be located at tne top and not in 
the basement, so that there shall be ample 
light and ventilation ana the work be car- 
ried on by those who are competent.to do it 
properly. 

The dining rooms and subdining rooms (5 
and 53¢) will be supplied with elevators 
which will also be used. for transporting fur- 
niture, etc., to the several stories; also pas- 
sengers if desired. In the exterior portions 
of the editice the apartments (7) are pariors, 
17x23 feet; bedrooms (8), 12x12 feet, and (6) 
large closets, in which all pipes and flues 
irom the mains in the cellar will rise 
vertically, so that the necessity under

horizontalty wil be avoided. It is 
proposed to introduce an abundant 
supply of air, free from dust or offensive 
odors, and of proper temperature and hu- 
midity at all seasons of the po 

channels as much under control as those by 
which gas and water aré suppiied.“ 

SEPARATING THE KITCHEN FROM THE HOUSE 

It will be seen by this that Mr. Wilder, as 
far back ss twenty years ago, conceived the 
idea of the separation of the kitchen from 
the house. In a letter received a few days 
since from this venerable gentieman, now 
over 80 years of age, he says: I think you 
will agree with me that the kitchens and 
laundries should be at the top of the build- 
ings, and that persons employed in them 
should be artists, not drudges as they often 
are.“ 

The location of the kitchen is really a mat- 
ter of secondary importance so long as the 
main point is gained of its separation from 
the house and its adaptation in plan and 
equipment for doing firstclass work ona 
large scale and scientific plan. If in the 
city of the future houses are to be built 
around four sides of a square, the rear parts 
undefaced by kitchens but ornamented with 
porches and veraudas opening into an in- 
closed square of grass and flowers, where 
children can play in safety and which shall 
afford that opportunity for ventilation 


for which city houses now 80 greatly 


éuffer, it is apparent that no kitchen 
should occupy any part of the 
central space. Rather should it be on one 
side of the square fronting the street, in 
common with the dwelling houses, and if it 
were a large and well appointed institution 
it might be able to supply meals to families 
for several squares around. And since the 
development of any new industry, like that 
of supplymg meals to families, will at the 
present time be governed by the law of com- 
petition, we will probably see, as soon as 
this new industry begins to develop, 
numerous competing home food supply” 
companies jocating wherever they see a 
chance for patronage, just as now excellent 
caterers are to be found in every quarter of 
large cities. 

And in fact has not this new branch of in- 
dustry already gained an established foot- 
hold in many large cities? A writer in the 
Boston Herald of recent issue says: “In 
many places steps leading to this method of 
treating the work of the household have al- 
ready been taken without increasing the 
cost of living, and with great gain in the 
comfortand peace of one’s home. What are 


many of our large apartment houses but the 


practical development of this plan on 
a limited scale“ What is it but the 
practical development of this plan“ that en- 
ables us when we wish to have a tine dinner, 
or a beautiful lunch, or an estnetic tea 
served to our friends, to send for the caterer, 
who at once relieves the housekeeper of all 
care, serves the viands with skill and ele- 
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gance, and enables the hostess to enjoy the 
occasion as thoroughly as do any of her 
guests? 

For my own part Iam so thoroughly con- 
vinced that the solution of the whole vexed 
servant auestion is to come through the out- 
side organization of labor, the abolition of 
the individual kitchen and the individual 
cook, that I regard witn ¢équanimity 
the daily increasing difficulties of man- 

the kitchens and directing 
controlling the servants of 
today. The sooner it is worse, the sooner it 
will be better. Once let the plan get a fair 
start through some successful, thoroughly 
equipped home food supply company,” and 
the revolution will spread like wildfire. As 
one household after another is emancipated 
from the uncertainty and perplexity and ex- 
pense of the present kitchen, with its pres- 
ent incompetent, wasteful service, the glad 
news will spread and the demand for the 
products of the nue and scientific “ Kitchen 
of the future” will rapidly bring to aid in its 
development and perfection abundant capital 
and the best brains and skill of the organ- 
ized labor of today.

An objection to livmg in a country 80 
hilly as this section is the frequency ot land- 
slides. It is no unusual thing after a heavy 
rain foralarge mass of earth and rock to 
break away from the hilimdes and slide to 
lower — blocking up roads and some- 
times damaging houses. A deep, V-shaped 
guich, extending from the topto the bottom 
of the bluff just k of the village, shows 
where one of the largest of these muddy 
avalanches rushed down a few years ago. 
On account of the landsiitles and the nature 
of the ground on which the railroad is buiit 
travel between Taylor’s Falls and Franconia, 
where the road leaves the river, sometimes 
seems a precarious undertaking, but at dan- 
gerous times great precautions are observed, 
and there has never yet been an accident in 
that locality. With an aggregate population 
of 1,500 to 1,600 Tavlor's Fulls and St. Croix 
Falis have three weekly papers—two in the 
former and one in the latter place—which 
receieve substantialsupport. Local news is 
mainly confined to persoval items, except 
during a log jam—an event that overshadows 
all others when it occurs. In an arcticle on 
the present jam published in one of the local 
| sheets the writer sums up the situation thus:

How Chorus Work Is Encouraged in France 
—Notes of General Interest. 

Mr. Louis C. Elson has been visiting the 
Paris exposition, and recounts his experi- 
ences ina bright and chatty letter in the 
Boston Advertiser. He went to the Trocadero 
upon one occasion to attend a great competi- 
tion of the leading male choruses of France 
for a prize of honor which was to be awarded 
to the victor by President Carnot. He was 
es anxious to ascertain how the great 
French choruses compared with those in this 


country, particularly Boston. Getting into 


the wrong corridor he wandered through a 
labyrinth of passages until he determined to 
open the first door that came to hand. In 
recounting the resuits of this determination 
Mr. Elson remarks: “Some men achieve 
greatness, and some have greatness thrust 
upon them—my temporary greatness all 
came through opening the wrong door in the 
dero.“ e room contained the jury 
of musical awards, who were lunching in 
the most convivial manner, thus fortifying 
themselves for the ing ordeal. 
Hoping that Mr. Lamoureux, whom he had 
met at Bayreuth last year, might be among 
the number, Mr. Elson asked for him, at the 
same time presenting his card toa gentleman 
who happened to be near. The gentleman 
proved to be M. Oscar Comettant, the cele- 
brated musical author, who would not hear 
of his withdrawing upon learning that M. 
Lamoureux was not there. He insisted that 
Mr. Elson should remain, and that gentieman 
was invited to sit with the jury at the ap- 
proaching contest (though, of course, having 
no vote), ana in uced him to the 
president of the jury, Massenet. 
Among the gentlemen who were to decide 
upon tne merits of the performance were, 
MM. Massenet, Faure, Pougin, Lory, de 
Lajarte, Comettant, and Wiclar, who sat at 
a table upon the stage of the ero. The 
competing societies, comprising about thirty 
of the best male choruses in France, had 
been divided into four groups, which were 
examined simultaneously inthe four differ- 
ent hails, and the best societies in each 
up selected for the final competition. 
Two selections were sung by each of the suc- 
cessful societies, one being its own choice 
and the other a selection submitted by 
the committee. The latter was me Kamar- 
inskaaia,’”’ by Laurent de Rillé, one of the 
best of the French chorus writers. The 
work contains Russian airs skillfully treated, 
and also some work characteristic of the 
French school. Mr. Elson remarks that 
throughout the concours “ the tenors were 
used unsparingly, and often in a demi-fal- 
setto,“ but adds, some ot the finest tenor 
choral work lever heard was at this con- 
test. The audience numbered about 4,000 
people. Mr. Eleon's description of

Their Appearance at the Fifth Avenue 
Theater, New York, Next Month and 
Their Proposed Americas Tour—Why 
Irving aud Terry Are Jealous of the New 
Favorites—Realistic Comedy and Not 
Poetic Drama—A Happy Married Life 
on the Stage— Biographical Sketches. 

One of the most important tneatrical events 
of the year will be the tour of this country 
by Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, the London favor- 
ites. The cable has been busy with their 
names; they have had the customary * send- 
off” banquet; and New York will be asked 
to go to see them next mionth at the Fifth 
Avenue theater. Chicago m its turn will 
have the same pleasure, and the papers will 
be filled with discussions of the merits of the 
couple, as was the case when Irving and 
Terry first came here. | 

But apropos of Irving and Terry a bitof 
personal gossip must not be passed by. At 
the farewell banquet given to the Kendals 
neither Mr. Irving nor Miss Terry was pres- 
ent. Why was this! Mr. William Winter, 
the critic of the New York Zribune, who is at 
present Visiting the tomb of Shakspeare, 
suspends his aevotions Jong enough to tell 
us this: 

“You have heard already about the fare- 
well dinner to Mr. and Mrs. Kendal at which 
Mr. Chamberlain presided, and you have 
been toid that Mr. Irving was not present.

Then he 
tried to wepeat the triumph of Irving’s 
American tour. He lost money. It 
will be remembered that he declared 
that Mr. Irving’s admirers crushed 
him in this country. There was little 
reason for the complaint. The fact was 
that he posed as Mr. Irving’s peer; and 
Americans who found hita only a moderately 
pny melodramatic actor would not accept 
im at his Own valuation. 
WHAT FATE AWAITS THE KENDALS? 

But what will be the fortune of the Ken- 
dals? Will the American Irvingites try to 
discourage them? One does not believe it. 
The province of this couple is entirely dis- 
tinct from that of poetic drama. Their 
field is the. realistic comedy of con- 
temporary manners. Mr. Irving’s admirers 
in this country are too broadly hospitabie to 
art to identify themselves with any English 
theatrical clique. Mr. Wilson Barrett was 
tried on his own merits and found wanting. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendal will find a fair field 
and no favor; but on account of their high 
reputation one ventures to say that they 
will also find what Mr. Barrett did not—suc- 
cess. Atany rate they will have an unprej- 
udiced hearing.

There is something winning and wholesome 
in ‘her art, a quality that evades the de- 
scriptive powers of pen and ink.“ 

“MATRON OF THE DRAMA.” 

Mrs. Kendal, the correspondent, might 
have added, is a British institution. They 
call her in London tbe matron of the 
drama.” Her respectability is exploited to 
an extent that is painful, and she is not guilt- 
less of posing, hence sarcastic remarks are 
often made at her expense as was the custom 
with American paragraphers in regara to 
“Our Mary.“ Let it be said here, however, 
that respectability on the stage is 
not so common that either Americans 
or Englishnien can afford to ridicule or un- 
dervalue it. Mrs. Kendal will be judged by 
her art, not her character; but incidentaliy 


all true lovers of the stage must have kindly 


wishes for a, woman who has walked with 
stainless skirts through the dusty ways of 
the theater, and preserved a sweet domes- 
ticity amidst the turmoil of a pubiic life.

A BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH. 

Mrs. Kendal on the eve of her departure 
for America has published an autobiography.

She begins by declining to teli how 
old she is—an omission which the present 
writer will be ungallant enough to supply. 
Margaret Shafto Robertson was born at 
Great: Grimsby, March 15, 1849, and was 
the last of twenty-two children, 
of whom the eidest was T. W. Robertson, 
the celebrated author of ae ga 18 * Caste,”’ 
and similar teacup“ dramds. e Robert- 
sons gre one of the most remarkable theat- 
rical families in Great Britain. They have 
been actors for generation after generation ; 
but it would be tiresome to go into their 
genealogy. Ves, we are proud of it,” says 
Ars. : Kendal in the present book. “The 
blood of the Montmorencys doesn’t fire more 
vigorously when they speak of their long 
line of ancestry, dating from the conquest, 
than the Robertson blood burns with enthu- 
siasm when we speak of our tong line of 
descent from actors of old. Ani we shall, I 
hope, do nothing in the future to lessen that 
enthusiasm.”’ 

Her first appearance on the boards was at 
the tender age of 3 years, when she played 
the part of the blind child in Seven Poor 
Travelers“ at the Marylebone theater, Lo 
don.

Here one makes way for the lady who will 
speak for herself: I have often been asked, 
I may say, by thousands, both in letters and 
in conversation, as a matter of interest by

My father was an actor who 
said he believed that the greatest amount of 
domesticity and happiness in a life devoted 
to art could exist upon the stage, provided 
husbands and wives never parted. If, on the 
contrary, a man, because he could earn £10 a 
week more, went to one theater while his 
wife forasimilar reason went to another, 
their interests tended to become divided; 
their feelings ran in separate grooves, ana 
gradually a shadow would grow up at home 
which divided them forever. If my husband 
and I had been separated, if he had played 


parts to other women; if the other women had 


played parts to him and I to®ther men, and 
other men to me, there is no doubt that cer- 
tain goahead people would have preferred it, 
and we sheuld probably bave been worth 
thousands of pounds more today; but on the 
other hand there is another section of the 
public who say they like to see us act to- 
gether; that the fact of knowing we are 
man and wife gives them a certain satisfac- 
tion in witnessing our performance which 
they would not otherwise feel. That, how- 
ever, I must leave for the public to decide; 
as far as we are concerned, bowever, it was 
a vow made to my father, from which my 
husband has never departed; and if, when 
we are dead, we leave our children less 
money, let us hope they will respect what we 
have done.“ 

This passage is characteristic, both in its 
placid selfsatisfaction and its sound sense. 
It conveys advicé to more than one young 
married couple how on the American stage. 
And it explains why the Queen saw fit to se- 
lect Mrs. Kendal among all other English 
actresses for particular honor, 

PIECES 'rHEY HAVE PLAYED. 

Mrs. Kendal’s name hus long been inti- 
mately associated with the fantastic com- 
edies of Mr. W. S. Gilbert. She and her hus- 
band have taken companion parts in nearly 
all of them: The Palace cf Truth”’ in 1870; 
“Pygmalion and Galatea in 1871; The 
Wicked World“ in 1873; and Broken 
Hearts in 1875. In the last mentioned year 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendal left the Haymarket and 
went to the Prince of Wales’ Theater, where 
they were seen in such pieces as Peril.“ 
“London Assurance,“ and ‘ Diplomacy.” 
They also acted for some time under the 
management of Mr. Hare at the Court Thea- 
ter, and in 1879 Mr. Kendal and Mr. Hare be- 
came partners. 

It would be useless to give a list of the 
hundreds of plays in which this clever pair 
have distinguished themselves, but a few 
familiar titles may be mentioned. About 
1879 they brought out Tennyson’s 
“The Falcon.“ which, it is hoped, 
they will reproduce in this country. 
In 1881 they produced The Squire,“ a ver- 
sion of Thomas Hardy’s novel, Far from 
the Madding Crowd.“ Miss Ada Rehan took 
the part in this country that Mrs. Kendal 
made famous in London.

UNCLE SAMS NEW MAILBOXES, 


The Simple Device That Has Been Adopted? 
by the Postmaster General. 

The new postoffice street boxes that have 
been adopted by the Postmuster General will 
be put in position as soon as a sufficient num- 
ber can be manufactured. The patent was 
obtained by Mr. Willard D. Doremus, and 
was applied for as the result of a circular 
sent out by the postoffice authorities in 1888. 

The department was and is much dissatis- 


tied with the present box, says the New 


York Heraid, not only because it gives but 
little protection against the weather, but also 
because newspapers cannot be placed in it. 
Every one knows the custom of piling papers 
on top of the letter boxes and the odd hon- 
esty that. protects them. In answer to the 
postoffice department’s circular several hun- 
dred designs were sent in to the patent office, 
out of which the Postmaster has 
selected this of Mr. emus: |

IMPROVEMENTS AT LINCOLN PARK, 


The Work of Making the New Beach Well 

; Under Way. 

The improvements at Lincoln park out- 
lined recently in Tun TRIBUNE are now well 
under way. Half a dozen steam dredges and 
piledrivers and a large force of workmen are 
engaged on the lake shore at the south end 
of the park digging out channels, filling up 
water spaces, and building the new beach. 
When the work is completed 100 acres will 
have been added to the present area of Lin- 


1 
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BUILDING THE NEW BEACH, 


coin park, and in the new territory will be 
in¢luded a drive along the beach several hun- 
dred feet east of where the old drive was 
before it was washed awaly by storms three 
or four years ago. The new drive will be 
protected by a paved beach, part of which is 
already completed, similar to the one that 
has proved so effective on the shore of Jack- 
son park. The roadway will be at the top of 
the slope of the beach, and between the road- 
way and what is now the mainiand or park 
proper will be an inclosed lake or basin a 
mile in length, suitable for a regatta course 
and general boating. The sand dredged out 
to form the basin goes to make a foundation 
for the paved beach. 

Supt. Pettigrew has established a primi- 
tive sort of ferry to carry himself and men 
back and forth between the park ana the 
scene of operations. The boat is a flat bot- 
tomed scow having a coil of rope at each end 
which 1s made fast to stakes on the opposite 
shores, and the passenger ferries himself 
across by pulling on the rope which is fast to 
the side he wishes to reach. Work on the 
improvements is progressing rapidiy, but the 
plans are so extensive that two years’ time 
Will probably be required to complete them.

To Succeed the Elixir, 


As an offset to the Brown-Séquard elixir there 


is a device for the treatment of nervous diseases, 
which Dr. Hamilton brought from Paris with 
him, and which he says is well worth considera- 
tion.

It is a simple affair. There is a little cherry 
box about five inches square. above 
which project two shafts, one within the 
other, sleeve and arm fashion.

In re- 
gard to imposing duties on Mexican vesse 
the law imposes a discriminating duty of 1 
pér cent on goods imported in foreign vessels 
except the vessels of nations with which we 
have treaties on the subject. The President 
is authorized to relieve the vessels of other 


— nations from that discriminating duty upon 


satisfactory proof that such countries do not 
levy such duties on our vessels, As Mexico 
does levy such a discriminating duty upon 
goods imported in American sailing vessels 
there is no power to relieve her vessels of 
such duty.“ 7

How the Gallant Young Soldier Captured 
Catherine Schuyler—Their First Meet- 
ing While He Was Acting as Messenger 
from Washington Upon a Mission Big 
with the Fate of the Young Republic—A 
Historic Mansion. a 

Apropos of the unfortunate developments 

connected with the career of Robert Ray 

Hamiiton, Prof. L..B. Proctor, who is work- 

ing on a political history of New York state, 

supplies the Rochester Union and Advertiser 
with a chapter from the life of Alexander 

Hamilton and of Catherine Schuyler. Prof. 

Proctor says: : 

“One pleasant October afternoon in the 

year 1777, soon after the surrender of Bur- 

goyne at Saratoga, a young officer in the uni- 
form of a member of Washington’s military 
family, accompanied by a single orderly, ar- 
rived on horseback at the Greenbush landing 
of the only ferryboat then plying on the 

Hudson between that place and Albany. The 

horse of the officer was a splendid animal, 

under a richly caparisoned saddle, corre- 
sponding with those used by American offi- 
cers of high rank. 

„The two men and their horses were in 

due time landed on the western side of the 

river ata point now known as the foot of 

Arch street, Albany. Remounting their 

horses they took the route leading to the 

residence of Maj. Gen, Philip Schuyler, over 

a half mile distant, 

“The api ce of an officer evidently 

holding a position near the command- 

er-in-chief of the contmental army 
created gréat interest in the city. There 
was also a natural, unassuming supe- 
riority in his bearing that increased the 
interest hig appearance had created, His 
features indicated thought, intellectual 
strength, and courage. A high, expansive 
forehead, a nose of the Grecian mold, dark, 
penetrating eyes, and the lines of a mouth 
evincing decision and selfreliance completed 
the contour of a face singularly attractive. 
His form was below the average height, 
graceful, and muscular, indicating strength 
and activity. His fine horse seemed con- 
scious that he bore the weight of no common 
rider, and his proud step was ‘the curbed 
motion of a blooied charger.’ The young 
soldier satin his saddie with an ease and 
grace showing that he was master of himself 


and his horse. 

„We haye been somewhat particular in 
our description of him, for we have thus pre- 
sented to the reader Col. Alexander Hamil- 
ton at that time, though only about 22 years 
of age, a distinguished offiver in the conti 
nental army, the confidential friend and ad- 
viser of its commander-in-chief. 

„% His route, somewhat circuitous, led him 
to what is now the corner of State and South 
Pearl streets. There a large gate opened 
into a broud and handsome avenue leading 
to the Schhyler mansion. An abrupt turn 
brought him near a pretty plateau on 
which seyeral young ladies were play- 
ing then the fashionable game of 
battledore, A blow from the bat of one of 
the young ladies, whose graceful form, dark, 
brilliant eyes, and handsome features drew 
an admiring glance from Hamilton, sent a 
shaft with such force against the head of his 
orderiy’s horse that it caused him to rear 
and plurse so suddenly and franticaliy 
that his rider was thrown to the ground, still 
retaining his grasp on the bridle and happily 
uninjured. 

„The young lady, much alarmed at the fall 
of the man, soon recovered herself suffi- 
ciently to gracefully apologize for her un- 
fortunate act in causing the accident. 
„He ought, with his experience, to be a 
better rider than to have been unhorsed by 
so light a missile, sent froma hand so fair, 
and by an assailant so gentle. But you have 
nothing to regret, for he is —— in the sad- 
die, quite uninjured,’ said Hamilton, With 
another admiring glance at the young lady, 
he raised his cap, and after a courtly adieu 
to her and her companions continued his 
course toward the mansion of Gen. Schuyler. 
On his arrival there he dismounted and 

ve his horse im charge of his orderly. 

anding his card to the servant who ap- 

ared he was in afew moments welcomed 

y Schuyler to a mansion destined to be 
linked with his future destiny. 

„His mission there was the most impor- 
tant duty in his military career. At this time 
reinforcements were vitally essential to 
Washington, and they were only to be ob- 
tained from the northern army under Gates, 
who was not friendly with the commander- 
in-chief, who was bearing defeat and fight- 
ing on with grim pertinacity. Gates had 
just achieved one of the signal victories 
which has taken place among the dozen de- 
cisive battles of the worid’s history. 
The surrender of Burgoyne had made 

Gates—to whom as littie is due for 
the victory as could well de the 
case with the commandin officer— 
the idol of the north, and of New England 
es . Tooffend him personally was no 
small matter, but to offend the northern col- 
onies, just then dissatisfied with Washing- 
ton, would have been a serious affair. Too 
tain the necessary reinforcements without 
trouble was the great point in the case. As 
comman¢er-in-chief Washington had a rut 
to command Gates to send him reintorce- 
ments; af the same time to avoid issuing this 
command under the circumstances was pre- 
cisely what Washington wished to do. Ham- 
ilvon was, therefore, directed to obtain the 
troops without using—except in the last re- 
sort—the imperative order which he carried 
in bis pocket. 

„Washington had recently suffered a series 
of disasters on the Delaware at Fort Miffiin 
and at Germantown. Gates, swelling with 
importance over the surrender of Burgoyne, 
belle ved himself the superior of Washington, 
whom ho wished to supplant as commander- 
in-onief. He listened with complacence and 
pride to the counsels of the powerful Conway 
cabal, which proposed the removal of Wash- 
ington to [promote his own elevation to 
the rank of commander-in-chief. - Under 
all thege circumstances he feit secret 
satisfaction at the temporary misfortunes 
of Washington, for they favored his own 
ambitious designs. It was natural that ne 
would use every possible means of with- 
holding from Washington the assistance he 
needed. Hamilton's mission to Gates, as we 
have sad, was therefore difficu:tiand deli- 


visited Schuyler to obtain his advice and 
counsel in performing it. 

“Their consultation was long, close, and 
searching, but, as results show, profitable. 
The nigat was far advanced before they 
retired to rest. 

“ The next morning, while Schuyler and 
Hamilton were conversing in the liprary, a 
young lady entered, whom the genera! intro- 
duced as his youngest daughter, Catherine. 
To his great delight Hamilton recognized in 
her the young lady who had been the cause 
of the a¢cident to his orderly. In this man- 
ner Alexander Hamilton and Catherine 
Schuyler tirst met. Itis mo exaggeration to 
—4— there was mutual pleasure in their 
meeting. 

Next to Theodosia Burr Catherine Schuyler 
was one of the most lovely and accomplished 
of American women of that period. She was 
men in the Wth year of her Care- 
fully eancated, combining with her personal 
attractions a quick, solid, comprehensive 
understanding, she was admirabl prepared 
for the exalted station she was destined to 
occupy. The daughter of one of the most 
eminent and wealthy men in the nation, her 
bana was sought by

ments. The impression she made on the 
mind of Hamilton was deep and ardent. That 
she admired the young, galiant, and gifted 
soldier was rendered by the results 
which the future developea. 3 

“Hamilton was without fortune, but what 
was the want of fortune to her? His fortune, 
in her estimation, was his superiority over 
all other men she had ever met, and her am- 
bitious, far seeing father discovered in the
